Warden Sam Smith of the Utah State 
Prison looks like anything but a warden. He 
is tall, angular and appears slightly bookish 
from behind grey-rimmed glasses. Pressed for 
one would probably say he is a

Yet Warden Smith is labeled “a snake” by

Warden Smith. “We’ve allowed the public to 
have an expectancy for rehabilitation that is 


unrealistic.

insofar as rehab is concerned.”

Voters approved proposed 
wording changes in the 
ASBYU Constitution, but 
attempts to relocate the 
Womens and Freshman 
offices failed.

Berrett said on the first 
proposal dealing with 
wording changes, 1,770 
students voted ‘“‘yes” while 
641 voted “no”. It passed 
with a 73-27 percentage 
difference.

On the other hand, “the 
governor wants it at a State 
College,’ said Paul Sheffield, 
Gio wee Ra Mi pit-o mes 
administrative assistant.

Governor’s option 

Sheffield added the 
governor had not decided 
whether to bring up the 
police academy issue in the 
State Legislature.

“I’m disappointed that 
more students didn’t get out

The second would be to 
have the universities in the 
state deal with the: training 
program, and have the 
academy adjacent to the 
University of Utah.” 

“I will lead the fight,” said 
Dean. “‘I’d just as soon have it 
at a university, but let them 
(the police officers) have 
their own land.” 


Opposing views 

Ralph Jones, director of 
the Division of Peace Officer 
standards and training, 
opposes placing the academy 
under the auspices of a 
university. ‘‘This facility 
should be run by, for, and 
taught by policemen.” He 
said the qualifications of 
police officers as instructors 
had been proven and he felt 
there are enough qualified 
officers in the state to take 
care -of the academy’s 
educational needs for -the 
future. 

Another reason Jones listed 
AS A MECC FO Inen7~e Wie 
academy dependent of a 
university is that the “largest 
number of instructors and 
trainees come from the Salt 
Lake area.” In the opinion of 
the Peace Officer Standard’s 
and Training Council, the 
cost of operation and 
maintenance would increase 
substantially if located 
outside Salt Lake County.”

Police school clash foreseen 


Jones said he felt the need 
to have the academy near a 
college in order that students 
may obtain a college degree 
was not valid. “There are 
2,200 peace officers in the 
state. Not every one of them 
wants or needs a college - 
degree. Weber State runs an 
education service and 80 per 
cent of the courses in the 
academy are not taught at 
Weber State.” 


Still independent 

Glen Howard, chairman of 
the Weber State. Police 
Science Department, feels 
differently. “The academy 
wouldn’t be under the 
university anyway,’ he 
explained. “They would build 
their own facility. There is no 
way the college could take it 
over.”” 

Another reason for putting 
the new academy on the 
weber State campus is that 
“there are existing resources 
on campus such as dorms and 
a library within walking 
distance.” Howard also said 
there would be no animosity 
between students and police 
trainees if the academy were 
placed on the Weber State 
campus. “Students would be 
able to share views,” .he 
explained. “It would give an 
opportunity to share faculty 
and ‘staff members of the 
university with the academy 
staff itself. 


ASBYU traffic judge 
responds to charges 


In response to charges 
brought against him by the 
Student Defender’s office, 
ASBYU traffic court judge 
Derrin Watson said he hoped 
the situation would be 
cleared up outside the 
Executive Council sessions. 

Last .week the council 
heard a proposal from Ron 
Jayne, the Student Defender, 
asking the council to publicly 
censure the traffic court 
judge because of procedural 
errors in the courtroom. 

Jayne presented a 27-page 
brieth “to sthe~ council 
containing information which 
he said supported charges 
made -against the judge by a 
large number of students. 

The council reviewed the 
proposal and because Judge 
Watson was not able to be at 
Hhe  Mectingguon maker a 
rebuttal, they tabled the 
whole issue until the first 
meeting in January. 

Friday afternoon Watson, a 
student at BYU, initially 
Stated that. hes hadane

comment but later responded 
that there were a few points 
that should be made clear to 
the public. 

Pitstce said’. Watson. al 
would like to mention that 
this is not a personal attack 
on the part of Ron Jayne the 
Student Defender. We are not 
dealing with personalities.” 

Watson added, “I don’t feel 
what the Student Defender 
has presented is sufficient 
grounds for censure, nor do I 
think I have had adequate 
communication on the points 
that have been presented.” 

He said the whole thing was 
presented by the Student 
Defender’s office without his 
knowledge. Jayne responded 
to the charge saying that the 
brief containing the charges 
released to everyone 
Wednesday and Watson was 
issued a copy at that time. 

Concerning his personal 
feelings and plans for the 
future, Watson said he plans 
to continue serving on the 
traffic court and hopes that 


everything will be settled out 
of council. 

Jayne commented, “I think 
Watson makes good 
judgments in his courtroom 
and is really dependable in his 
courtroom attendance.” 

He added that the problem 
he does have is in clerical 
procedures and violations of 
set procedures. 

“His inability. to cooperate 
with these set rules has cost 


students both time and 
money,” said Jayne. 
“‘T feel Watson should 


resign. He has had plenty of 
time to make the necessary 
changes, but he has shown 
that he just can’t adapt to the 
program,” he concluded. 


Atty. Gen. Dave Berrett 
said his office will monitor 
the court early in the 
semester to see how Watson is 
doing. His performance will 
then be reported to the 
Executive Council to see 
what action should be taken, 
Berrett said.

“Utah’s drug problem is as 
bad as anywhere in the nation 
and BYU is not immune from 
any drugs.” Said Dr. Richard 
Hurley of the Health Sciences 
Department. 

“No one seems to know 
just how large the campus 
drug traffic is, but it is a real 
problem,” he added. In order 
to. help students become 
more aware of drugs, their 
use and abuse, Dr. Hurley will 
be teaching a Christmas 
Interim class on drugs, 
offered through BYU Special 
Courses and Conferences. 

“The purpose of the class is 
four-fold,” Dr. Hurley said. 
“First, it informs as many

We explain the 
laws surrounding drugs, 
discuss the psychology 
behind why people take drugs 
and explain what kind of 
different rehabilitation 
facilities are available. 

“We try to make as many 
people aware of the drug 
problem as possible. I want to 
let people know that BYU’s 
problem is still here, it seems 
that if it isn’t brought to our 
attentions once in a while we 
seem to form an attitude of 
complacency and almost 
accept it. | don’t want that to 
happen with drugs. They’re 
too dangerous.” 

He said the drug problem is 
not increasing like it was a 
He Wien Vic iSmmalc One Dit Ibis 
different today. “Now we 
have more cocaine and heroin 
in the area and, worse yet, 
younger kids are being 


involved. In the past taking 
drugs was the in thing to do. 
Today the attitude is one of 
exploring -dhugs. tor 
themselves, like smoking.” 

He explained that the laws 
surrounding drug use are 
sometimes misunderstood. 
Sometimes even being 
involved with drug users is 
illegal. For example, he said 
that when students attend a 
party where controlled drugs 
are present or even have a 
knowledge of their existence 
in an apartment, they may be 
breaking the law. 

“We need to know how to 
talk with drug users who 
yam In@lyp, ° IDye, laluindieay 
added. He mentioned one 
common communication 
problem people have is 
lumping all drugs together 
and calling them narcotics. 
“Narcotics are classified as 
drugs with set properties that 


have specific relief and 
sleep-producing effects.” 
Marijuana is not a narcotic 


nor can it be compared with 


one he said, but he was quick 


to add that by no means was. 


it any less dangerous, it. just 


can’t be compared to drugs : 


that have other effects. 

He mentioned that many of 
those on drugs want to quit 
and desperately need help, so

Under the compromise, the 
prohibition would be waived 
for the next 18 months while 
the Communist countries 
show their good faith by 
allowing free emigration. In

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Cutback seen 


in cotton crop 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government experts predict 
cotton farmers will cut back plantings in 1975 because of 
declining prices and smaller yields this year. 

“Everyone agrees that the acreage will decline from this 
year’s 14.5 million,” Russell G. Barlowe, a specialist in the 
departmént’s Economic Research Service, said Thursday. 
“The only question is how much.” 

Barlowe told the National Agricultural Outlook 
Conference that private estimates of 1975 cotton range 
between 9 million and 13 million acres, with most indicating 
it will be around 11 million or 12 million acres. 

The lower cotton prices, down nearly 50 per cent from 
peaks last winter, will influence some farmers to think about 
corn, soybeans and other crops for 1975. Prices for those 
have remained high while cotton has declined sharply. 

Thus, what cotton growers decided to plant next spring 
will affect grain producers in other parts of the country, 
including the Corn Belt and the big wheat-sorghum areas of 
the plains. 

The 1974 cotton crop was estimated earlier this week at 
11.9 million bales, down eight per cent from 1973 despite a 
much larger acreage. Barlowe said that a year ago cotton 
prospects appeared bright and that the USDA spoke of 
thriving exports and rising domestic textile mill use of the 
fiber. It then appeared the 1974 crop might be one of the 
largest since 1965. 

As it turned out, production dropped sharply, mill use 
declined one-tenth, and exports have dropped nearly 
one-third, he said. 

‘Demand for all fibers, both here and abroad, is sagging 
reflecting rampant inflation and increasing consumer 
resistance to higher textile prices,” Barlowe said. 

“Domestic cotton mill use is further disadvantaged by the 
greather relative abundance of competing fibers.”

Russians 
try missile 
in Pacific 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Soviet Union has 
test-fired its new SS16 missile 
some 6,000 miles into the 
Pacific for the first time, the 
Pentagon announced Friday. 

Spokesman William 
Beecher said, that two of the 
solid-fuel SS16’s, the lightest 
of four new Russian missiles, 
landed in the Pacific Friday 
night about three hours apart. 

He indicated they carried 
single warheads. The SS16 is 
the only one of the new 
Soviet missile family that has 
not been observed carrying 
the multiple independently 
targetable warheards— 
MIRV’s. 

This was Russia’s fourth 
series of long-range missile 
tests into the Pacific this 
year. 

Secretary of .Defense James 
R. Schlesinger and other 
Pentagon officials have 
predicted the Russians: will 
begin deploying some of their 
new missiles early next year. 

The nuclear arms limitation 
agreement, while putting a 
ceiling on the number of 
strategic nuclear “delivery 
SWSEGiMS? > Ama @m 
MIRV-launching missiles, 
permits both countries to 
modernize their missile force. 

Beecher declined to~ say 
whether the United States 
considers the SS16 -as ay 
potential mobile missile, 
although he acknowledged 
wuhene ainave «been, some 
reports of Soviet activity 
associated with mobile 
missiles.” 

The United States does not 
yet have a mobile missiles, 
but the relatively high level of 
missiles permitted under the 
SALT aggrement, coupled 
with Russia’s advantage in 
size, has increased the 
possibility that the United 
States may decide to develop 
anew weapon.

(AP) — If 
you’re eating too much meat 
or not enough asparagus.and 
don’t know it, the University 
of Wisconsin’s computer has 
some advice for you. 

University researchers have 
programmed the campus 
computer to tell you what to 
eat. 

Under the program, people 
fill out computer cards of 
everything they eat for a day 
or even a week, says Prof. 
nancy Johnson, university 
nutritionist.

Cougars to battle wishbone

The BYU Cougars will be 
taking a seven game winning 
streak into the Fiesta Bowl 
when they meet the Cowboys 
of Oklahoma State. Hoping 
improve their national 
status, the Cougars will be 
depending on their front line 
to contain Oklahoma State’s 
wishbone T. 

The Cowboys, a running 
team, picked up 2,378 yards 
rushing in °74 but the 
Cougars were also the 
nation’s No. 4 defense against 
the run. 

BYU allowed only five 
touchdowns on the ground 
while OSU scored 24 of its 31 
touchdowns rushing. 

BYU’s first line of defense 
against the triple option of 
the wishbone will be its front 
four of Stan Varner, Wayne 
Baker, Paul Linford and 
Keith Rivera. Rivera and 
Linford were chosen All-WAC 
this year while Baker received 
an honorable mention from 
the conference. 


Stopping the wishbone 

To stop the wishbone 
attack BYU will probably 
employ the same strategy 
they used against the Arizona 
Wildcats. Against Arizona, 
BYU tried and succeeded. at 

“stringing out” the plays. 

Stringing out refers to 
playing the line of scrimmage 
tight and eliminating the 
blockers so the linebacker can 
make the tackle. The effect in 


‘the “Arizona game “was” to 


force the backs wide without 
blocking. 

The key to victory could 
very well be BYU’s ability to 
stop the first option, the 
inside belly to the fullback. If 
this fullback play up the 
middle is successful, it will 
force BYU linebackers inside 
the clog up the middle and 
open up the wide game for 
the Cowboys. 


Sheide versus OSU 


While the BYU defense 
may have its hands full, Gary 
Sheide will try to solve the 
OSU defense that gave up 
only 87 yards a game through 
the air. 

If anyone can conquer the 
Cowboys aerial defense it 
would be the Cougar senior.

concern is not to show any 
weakness, either to fellow 
inmate or the staff. This

self-preservation. An inmate 
explains: 

‘“‘If someone owes you 
money. and you are not 


willing to go all the way to 
collect it, you might as well 
forget it because you will be 
considered weak, and 
everyone, staff and inmates, 
will take advantage of you.” 

A somewhat grisly incident 
should serve to illustrate. 

An inmate injected saliva 
deep into the muscle of his 
calf in order to develop an 
infection. His intention was 
to be taken to the University 
of Utah Medical Center. 
From there it would be easier 
to escape long enough to 
“blow away’ his wife’s 
boyfriend. 

When he was denied a trip 
to the Medical Center, he 
viewed it as a direct challenge 
to his will. Rather than bend, 
he stabbed himself to the hilt 
with a five-inch blade, hitting 
his liver in the process, and 
narrowly missed killing 
himself. On top of that, he 
meatrly lost: hiss leg to 
infection. 

Questioned about the 
sanity of such an action, he 
shrugged it off. “I don’t think 
omnis. 2. Mees ays: 
maintaining further he “really 
had no choice in the matter.” 

The average inmate at the 
prison is 31 years old, has an 
average I1.Q. (though he 
completed barely more than 
the séphomore year of high 
school), and has been arrested 
12 times. Thirty-eight per 
cent are married, but the 
marital attrition rate is 
‘spectacular. 

“The joint is no place to be 
hung up on somebody,” says 
an inmate who is. 

A friend agrees, “I’ve seen 
it before, hundreds of times. 
I'll bet 85 per cent of wives 
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eFear prevails at Utah prison 


and girl friends bug out on a 
man while he’s in the joint, 
either by being unfaithful to 
him or just getting a divorce.” 
The several inmates in earshot 
of him nod their heads in 
agreement. 

If there is a recurring theme 


‘in the personal histories of 


the inmates, it is that few 


have had what can be 
considered normal family 
relationships. 


“We get so many distorted 
kinds of family situations,” 
says Dr. Roe. 

One inmate was in 16 
different foster homes while 
growing up in Grand 
Junction, Colo. “The strange 
thing about it,” he says, “‘is 
that all of them were really 
grand people. But I just 
didn’t fit.” 

Another inmate, the eldest 
son of a mother who has 
married six different times, 


speaks with some insight 
about the nature of the 
family. 


‘When you break up a 
family it’s like tearing the 
limbs from a body. It 
becomes man-made then, not 
a body.” 

This inmate left home early 
because he couldn’t stand 
being right about his mother 
having married “a loser,” as 
he had warned. The marriage 
lasted nine weeks and _ his 
mother couldn’t look him in 
the eye after that. 

Another Utah State 
Industrial School graduate 
with a history of violence and 
four felony convictions had a 
father who was drunk most 
of the time. 

“My dad beat me a lot 
when I was a kid,”’ he says in 
matter-of-fact tones. “He put 


me in the hospital five times - 


from beatings. The last time | 
saw him was a few years ago 
in a department store, where 
he spit on me. We scuffled a 
little over that.” 

The same inmate was 
arrested at age 11 for the 
armed robbery of a gas 
station. He is afraid of two 
things, he says; spending his 
life in prison and shooting a 
loved one. “I’m scared of 
guns, even though I’ve carried 
one on the outside since I was 
11. It’s just that when I’m 
mad I could kill my whole 
family and not realize it.” 

Alcohol and drugs are 
obtainable in the prison if an 
inmate has the money to pay

for them. Methamphetamine, 
or “speed,” and “bush,” or 
marijuana, appear to be the 
most popular. But heroin use 


_is not unheard of, though 


seldom on a regular basis, 
given the cost involved. “If a 
person wants to get high, he 
can,” says an inmate. 


Few persons who visit the 
prison with any frequency 
Can fall to detect. the 
sweet-smelling scent of 


marijuana on occasion, even 


in maximum security. The 
user usually has to be 
discreet, however, depending 
on the guard on duty. 

It is a curiosity of sorts that 
holidays in the prison are 
celebrated by increased drug 
or alcohol use just as on the 
outside. Even some inmates 
were surprised at the easy 
availability of marijuana and 
moOtin EWS. Gu mim 
Thanksgiving. “We were all 
wired for sound,” said one 
inmate with an extravagant 
laugh. 

What is more startling than 
drug and alcohol use in the 
prison is the toll taken by

Fully 50 per cent of the 
inmates in the prison are 
there for burglary, robbery or 
grand larceny. After talking 
with a few dozen inmates 
over a period of time, one is 
impressed by how many of 
their convictions were 
drug-related. They are in 
because they stole or robbed 
to feed some habit, be it, 
speed, heroin or alcohol. 

Diver put aa couplesont 
Cadillacs in my arms,” says 
one inmate in maximum, 
attempting to place a price 
tag on his heroin use. “But 
alcohol was really my bag. I 
drank three fifths a day but 
have never thrown up or 
passed out from the effects. 
When I drink I feel invisible 
and 10 feet tall.” 


Conceding that that kind of 
alcoholic intake qualifies him 
for a place in the medical 
textbooks: hie ssiays 
philosophically: “Pve lost my 
chance. I’ve been in prison 
for 17 of my 38 years, so I 
guess you could say that 


prison has saved at least my 
physical life from an 
alcoholic death.” 

Seventy-five per cent of the 
inmates of the prison are 
white. Blacks make up about 
10 per cent of the population 
and are a tightly-knit group. 
A number of the white 
inmates dislike them. 
“‘There’s always a tension 
between whites and blacks,” 
one inmate observed. 
“‘They’re uptight because 
they want power and they 
know they can’t have it.” 

According to a guard at 
maximum security, most- of 


-the white inmates there were 


upset when the trio of blacks 
convicted for the Hi-fi shop 
robbery and murders was 
brought out to the Point. 
“They are not three of our 
most popular inmates,” he 
observed dryly. One of the 
inmate fears is the Hi-Fi case 
will bring capital punishment 
back to Utah.

But the passing through 
of the baby boom group, 
combined with declinging 
birth rates and other trends, 
will produce enrollments 
substantially below present 


levels in some states in the 


1980s. 
There are currently 
108,599 students on 


Minnesota’s state university, 
state college and community 
college campuses. Officials 
predict a combined 
enrollment of 88,990 in 
1990. “We will have some 
hard decisions to make,” said 
Richard Hawk, director of 
the Minnesota Higher 
Education Coordinating 
Commission. 

Projections by the New 
York State Education 
Department indicate a decline 


in fulltime undergraduate - 


enrollment from 484,000 this 
year to 373,000 in 1990, a 
drop of 23 per cent. Officials 
said it could result in the 
closing of 80 of the 120 
private colleges in the state. 

New Jersey’s Department 
of Higher Education 
estimated fall enrollment this 
year «av. 30t- 305, ine 
Department said it expected a 
peak of 360,000 in 1980 and 
then decline to 286,000 in 
1990. 

The 408,000 students on 
college campuses in Ohio will 
increase to 448,000 in 1979, 
according to a report 
prepared for the State Board 
of Regents. Statewide 
enrollment will then fall to 
394,000 in 1984.
